Red Cross and Town of Vul¬ 
can Co-operate in Local 
Drive; Depot 13 Established 

Vulcan will do its part in the na¬ 
tional drive for aluminum now get¬ 
ting under way.- The drive is being 
sponsored throughtout the whole Do 
minion by the Red Cross, who are ask 
ing our citizens to contribute all 
forms pf worn-out and discarded 
aluminum. The Vulcan and district 
drive has the full endorsation and 
support of the Town Council, who 
have had an aluminum depot built in 
the lot adjacent to the Oddfellows’ 
hall. Worn and discarded aluminum 
articles can be left at this depot, and 
the Red Cross asks all citizens to col- 
letct their discarded aluniinumware 
and leave it at the depot.Copper, brass 
and white metal are also highly ac¬ 
ceptable. 

The recent aluminum drive in the 
United States met with tremendous 
success and Canadian salvage officials 
are confident that Canada will show 
as good results as the United States. 
The material collected will immed¬ 
iately be released for war industries 
and the value of the material will be a 
direct contribution to war charity. 
The contributions of scrap aluminum, 
therefore, will fulfill a two-fold pur¬ 
pose. They will increase the flow of 
this material to war industries and 
at the same time contribute to human¬ 
itarian war work. The drive ends.

Passed by Town Council at 
Monday Meeting; Public 
Asked to Note New Hours of 
Business 

Two petitions affecting the Early 
Closing By-law were dealt with by the 
town council at their regular meeting 
Monday evening. 

In previous years, through the 
months of September and October, lo¬ 
cal merchants have remained open 
Wednesday afternoons and until 11 
o clock satuiday nights. Monday ev¬ 
ening, in .accord witn the wishes •«! 
the signers of a petition, the council 
passed an amendment to the Early 
Closing .By-law, bringing the follow¬ 
ing changes into effect; The Wednes¬ 
day half-holiday will be effect 
throughout the year (except when a 
public holiday falls in the same 
week); 10 o’clock Saturday night clos¬ 
ing will be in effect the year round. 
Penalties have been set for infrac¬ 
tions of the law and the public are- 
asked to note the changes and co-op¬ 
erate to the fullest extent.'*; 

A second petition, signed by garage 
owners and retail and wholesale fuel 
oil dealers, led to the passing ol a by- 
law governing working hours in that 
business as follows: Monday through 
Friday: Open 7 a.in. to 8 p.m.; Sat¬ 
urday: Open 7 a.in. to 10 p.m.; Sun¬ 
day: Only one gaiage allowed open 
which is capable of giving service to 
the pubhc, such as tire lepairs and 
smart mechanical jobs, from 9 a.in. to 
12 noon and 2 p.m. to 8 p.m.; Winter: 
A night man who is prohibited from 
selling wholesale gasoline, oil or 
grease should be allowed at all gar¬ 
ages when the weather necessitates 
such an employee. These hours >ol 
ousiness to be in effect tiiroughout the 
year with the exception of the har¬ 
vest months of August and Septem- 
oer. Emergency work such as ser¬ 
vice to the airport will be allowed af¬ 
ter hours. 

It should -be noted by the public 
that these hours of business for gar¬ 
ages and service stations will come in¬ 
to effect the end of September. Pen¬ 
alties will be imposed for infractions 
of the by-law. 

Other Business 

The isolation hospital built and 
owned by the town and situated neat 
the Municipal Hospital was the sub¬ 
ject of discussion and it was decided 
that this building be turned iAer to 
the Vulcan Municipal Hospital Dis¬ 
trict.

Calgary Auction Sale 
September 17th 

The biggest auction sale in Cal¬ 
gary’s history is planned for Wednes¬ 
day afternoon, September 17. 

The sale is being arranged by the 
Kinsmen /Club of Calgary, with the 
co-operation of the Alberta Associa¬ 
tion of Auctioneers for the benefit ot 
Britain’s war victims. All proceeds 
will be equally divided between the 
Queen’s Canadian Fund for Air Raid 
victims and the Kinsmen “Milk for 
Britain” fund. 

Great quantities of assorted mer¬ 
chandise are now being collected foi 
the sale. City merchants are being 
canvassed and city and rural residents 
are being asked to donate items for 
the sale. Donations should be sent in 
care of the Kinsmen Club, 

There will lie six auctioneers work¬ 
ing at one time all through the sale. 
Fifteen of Alberta’s leading auction¬ 
eers have volunteered their services 
for the cause. The sale will start at 
2 p.m. and continue until the last item 
has been sold. 

A great many donations have al¬ 
ready been received. They include 
such varied items as three second¬ 
hand automobiles, radios, lumber, 
ponies, puppies, all k*nds of furniture, 
bus trips to the Pacific Coast, food, 
etc. 

This is a chance to do something 
definite tn help the people of Britain 
in their wartime suffering, as well as 
to participate in a really good sale. 

On Sunday last Britain observed a 
day of prayer, mainly prayers for 
the Russian army. Archbishop of 
Canterbury said the war was a conflict 
of opposing concepts of man, one as a 
child of God and the other as a crea¬ 
ture of the state. A Catholic. .Cardin¬ 
al said that though Russia had-been, 
guilty of great wrongs to Poland and 
others, the defence of Russia’s rights 
may help repair Poland’s unmerited 
wrongs.

Canadian Women 
To Join New Corps 

Volunteers in the Canadian Wo¬ 
men’s Army Corps will be document¬ 
ed and assigned numbers the same as 
soldiers. They will have their own 
units in charge of non-commissioned 
officers, warrant officers and com¬ 
missioned officers, and will come un¬ 
der military control and supervision 
although .they will not be included in 
the military forces cf Canada. 

Officers commanding military dis¬ 
tricts will be the final authority per¬ 
taining to personnel of the corps in 
each district, where a staff officer of 
the corps will be appointed in an ad¬ 
visory capacity. 

Pay for officers and other ranks will 
be two-thirds of the per diem rate 
paid in the army, and leave and fur¬ 
lough privileges will be equivalent. 
Medical and dental care will be pro¬ 
vided and army rations will be issued. 

Where barracks or public quarters 
are not available, a living allowance 
will be granted. A group of twelve 
Which will form a sub-section, with 
N.C.O. in charge, will be the smal¬ 
lest unit assigned to any station. 

Officers on appointment will receive 
an allowance for uniform and equip¬ 
ment. Volunteers will receive an is¬ 
sue of clothing and equipment, includ¬ 
ing uniform, shirts, tie, great coat, 
water-uproof, rubbers, shoes, stock¬ 
ings, gloves and headdress. An initial 
allowance of $15 will be made to cover 
underwear and toilet necessities, with 
an additional $3 each quarter for this 
purpose. . Clothing and equipment 
will not lie issued until a recruit has 
■ompleted probation and is enrolled 
as a volunteer. 

Regulations require that cosmetics 
when used be inconspicuous, and that 
hair be dressed so as to come well 
above the collar line. 

Five per cent of the daily rate ot 
*iay for both officers and ranks will he 
held as deferred pay until discharge. 
Volunteers on enrolment will sign up 
for the duration, and for service any¬ 
where required. 

Application for enrolment, available 
from the Department of National War 
Services, list 36 occupations for which 
women between the agt« of 21 and 40, 
free of dependents, ami British sub- 
■ects with complete Grade VIII educa¬ 
tion standing or its equivalent, may 
apply. They must lie of medical cate¬ 
gory “A” or "R”. Classifications listed 
include: canteen helpers and stew¬ 
ards; cooks; drivers for light motor 
transport; laboratory and dental as¬ 
sistants; hospital attendants and 
maids; waitresses; typists, stenog¬ 
raphers, secretaries ami accountants; 
telephone and radio operators; radio¬ 
graphers; sewing women; V.A.D.’s; 
clerks; messengers; cleaners and gen-

Worrying Over the Future 

JN the current issue of Maclean’s, Benge Atlee has an 
article which uncovers some of the thoughts which 
are disturbing Canadian people. His article grew i-i>‘ 
of conversations which he had had with people round the 
countryside. Significant in his opinion was the worry 
over the future “after the war." He found a lack of 
faith in what would develop after the war, and found 
tragedy in the thought that in the midst of their strug¬ 
gle “for democracy” young men were worrying about 
their future under democracy. 

Here he touches on something very real which is grav 
en into the hearts of all who were personally touched by 
the economic conditions of depression years. There is 
the unceasing dread of a return to those old conditions 
of unemployment which were permitted to destroy the 
young. Is this experience to be repeated. Incidentally 
many people have commented on harrowing refugee pic¬ 
tures, to say that after all there was a tragic refugee 
story in Canada between 1930 and 1940, when young 
Canadians were harried from province to province in 
their native land, merely because they wanted work. 

Benge Atlee in his article, sees this apprehension and 
doubt of the future, as a lack of faith which has its ef¬ 
fect on war effort. Stressing the gospel of work in ab¬ 
sorbing returned soldiers into civilian life, he believes 
there should be a clear picture of the future of Canada. 
To prevent hopeless bitterness resulting from a dole sys¬ 
tem, he suggests specific work programs. One of these 
is reforestation. Another is slum clearance and rebuild¬ 
ing. In this phase alone every city of Canada is crowd¬ 
ed with houses unfit for human habitation and thous¬ 
ands of houses are necessary for decent homes. A third 
suggestion -is new school houses. He finds the typical 
rural school house one of the lasting disgraces of this 
country. His remedy is consolidated schools or new 
modern rural buildings to give Canadian youth the 
proper educational opportunities. 

After these projects were completed, he suggests 
others—the painting of every wooden structure in the 
country under government contract, the clearing away 
of derelict houses, barns and other eye-sores. These 
work plans, he said, could serve as temporary outlets 
employing men profitably and usefully while other av¬ 
enues opened up. 

He concludes: “These proposals are-not nearly as ri¬ 
diculous as to let our young men rot, or to fill them with 
unrest so that they will listen to some Canadian Hitler. 
It would be cheaper too—-Hitlers come expensive in mon¬ 
ey and life. To those who say that taxes and prosperity 
cannot go together, it is not a question of keeping taxes 
down butnrf keeping-people ut~work;—The eountry with 
full employment and high taxes will be more prosper¬ 
ous, happy and better satisfied, than the country with 
unemployment and low taxes. Surely the time has 
come to turn from Caesar to Christ—to start practising 
the Christianity we have preached so long.” 


Food Requirements 


T^HE amount of food which Canada is exporting 
overseas is reaching record-breaking quantities in 
some lines, and no one can predict the demand which 
may be placed upon agricultural production of every 
sort before the war is ever. Wheat is almost certain to 
be a prime asset eventually although it is not in the im¬ 
mediate category of needs such as bacon, milk products, 
fish, fruits and eggs. 

At present outlook, the fanner who has such sidelines 
as dairy cows, hogs and poultry can offset to some ex¬ 
tent the handicaps which are imposed on his wheat. In¬ 
sofar as anything in the future is positive, it is asserted 
that the food needs of Britain will be maintained and 
will probably expand as time goes on. Russia also is 
said to be a probable market for foodstuffs. When the 
war is over, there are great areas of Europe, which will 
have to be supplied. 

With all this in view, there will be no likeliehood of 
over-production in the next few years, and prices are 
likely to mount as demand increases. On farms to any 
degree adapted to mixed farming, there is likely to be 
an inclination to grow more coarse grains and give mvn. 
attention to the livestock element of production. 

Although farmers are urged to feed as little as pos¬ 
sible of their good wheat to hogs, the present value of 
wheat if fed and sold by way of bacon is about!'$1J)0. 
Barley and oats bring similarly good return in putting 
pounds on the farrh animals. 

Around the countryside many farmers grow Cover 
crops which yield well in winter months as feed for 
ranch stock. 

Although wheat is the mainstay in this and other 
parts of the west and is still very poor price, there Is 
significance in the advice that it is to lie the great 
peace-time asset, and must therefore be regarded as of 
great future value. When the nations now in bondage 
and re du ced tn s e mi-sta r vat i on , are released, Itie'i 
needs will be ignite, and one of the greatest of these 
needs is Canadian wheat. Every bushel of wheat will 
be required. 

In the meantime, it is the other products of the farm 
that will bring best returns. Butter, pulks, eggs, poultry, 
hogs and beef all^have an upward trend, and can bring 
in a small but steady revenue to carry things along. 
Vegetables too are an important feature of food require¬ 
ments, and should be carefully stored for winter needs. 

Much of the canned vegetables of Canada are being 
shipped abroad, and the root cellar is expected to take 
care of domestic needs to a greater degree than ever 
before.

lest crop since 1937. 

By contrast the prairie provinces a 
year ago harvested a crop of some 
520,000,000 bushels from a seeded ar¬ 
ea of 27,760,000 acres, the second larg 
est crop on record. 

The bulk total included only 4,107,- 
000 bushels of Durum wheat, with 2,- 
361,000 bushels produced in Manitoba 
and the remainder in Saskatchewan.

brook, the minister for supply. For 
months past there has been unending 
criticism that Canada’s war effort was 
not "being pushed to the fullest degree. 
In the earlier days of the war that 
criticism had some basis in actual 
fact, though it was unfair and unjust 
when applied to our war effort as a 
whole. Now, however, Lord Beaver- 
brook tells the British people that 
Canada’s production of war supplies 
is, at present, on a much larger scale 
than during the last war, and that “it 
compares probably, for population, 
with any country in the world” that 
the Canadian war program is excel¬ 
lent; that marvellous results have 
been obtained; and that munitions, 
production in almost all branches is 
being carried on. 

That is what the Canadian people 
want to know; that is what they auth¬ 
orized the present government to do 
when they sent it back to office. It is 
encouraging to hear from so exacting 
a taskmaster as Lord Beavenbrook 
that Canada’s war effort is so satis¬ 
factory.

Correspondent Suggests Con¬ 
trol of Air, Similar to Con¬ 
trol of Land; Harness the 
Chinook 


A correspondent suggests that far¬ 
mers should demand that scientists 
learn to control air in order to avert 
hailstorms and the varying influences 
of the chinook. 

He says; “The human family is a 
land animal. He controls what is on 
the land and mostly what is in it. But 
he has done little in the realm of air 
and water. When he knows the air 
as he does the land, he will be able to 
control hail. The farmers whose 
hopes are so frequently dashed by hail 
should get mad and DEMAND that 
those who know or should know) learn 
to control the hail. Science could do 
more than it has done in studying 
hail, drought and their control.” 

He puts a few puzzlers. “What is 
the origin of our chinook wind, which 
may be our deadly enemy or a kind 
friend. What is the initial force that 
causes it ? Is it blowing over us at 
all times ? Does it come through” the 
passes ? What causes its warmth in 
winter? Is it analogous to the Gulf 
Stream ? 

“If a small flame can produce ice in 
refrigeration why not reverse process 
and heat the house with ice? This 
principle is used in the chinook wind. 
How can things be controlled in order 
that this enemy the chinook'can be¬ 
come the greatest benefactor of.the 
prairies. 

“And concerning hail, what causes 
air pockets? Where are they mosT 
prevalent? What physical action 
takes place in the air about them? Is 
there truth in the old theory that 
storms follow rivers? If so, why"
